and another force landed at Tslngtao 
on the south coast of Shantung Pen- 
insula. 
. The Japanese attributed the action 
to an alleged destruction of a section 
of the South Manchuria railway oper- 
ated' by the Japanese government in 
a leased zone. 


Chinese contended that the railway 


was damaged by the Japenesc them- 
selves as a pretext for the Mukden at- 
tack.

Th Japanese cabinet issued orders 


that the situation should be localized 
to prevent it from spreading. 


Chinese officials also expressed hope 


that the situation would, be localized.

Bernstein 
was named by Prosecutor Harry S. 
Toy as owner and driver of the auto- 
mobile in which the killers fled. 


Irving Millberg and' Harry Fleisher 


are sought for the killings. The four 
accused killers were identified by Toy 
as members of the once notorious Pur- 
ple gang, with which officers say the 
victims were allied. 


Bernstein and Keywell were unarm- 


ed when police walked in on them. 
Both were booked on murder charges 


Mr. Toy said Lebovitz, Sutker and' 


Paul owed Bernstein for 100 gallons of 
alcohol which they had secured to 
dilute so as to undersell the alcohol 
distributed by the Purple gang. An 
additional motive for the triple slay- 
ing given by the prosecutor was the 
importation of Chicago gunmen to De- 
troit by Lebovitz and his confederates 
to extort money from "blind pig" op- 
erators and bookmakers.

Believed to Be In Buffalo 


River Hills East of 


Jasper, Ark. 


JASF'ER, Ark— (^P)—A. vein of al- 


most solid lead, believed found and 
then lost in 1857 and 1858, is being 
sought east of Jasper along the Little 
Buffalo River. 


The search is being conducted by 


prospectors under the direction of H. 
F. Snyder, of St. Joseph, MO., who be- 
lieves the "lost, vein" is located' on 
lands owned by the Snyder interests. 


Legends, purportedly authentic, have 


it that Tom Winchester, of Calhoun 
county, ,111., came to this region and 
during a year's stay in 1857-58 found 
a lead vein on what then was govern- 
ment land. 


Winchester's party prospected over 


the region and, according to legend, 
found the vein was such solid lead 
that the ore could be melted and used 
for ammunition in the old Human 
rifles, common at the time. Winches- 
ter returned to Illinois, intending to 
come back and develop the find, but 
his health failed. 


When his half-brother, Nathaniel 


Burdine. came to this section, Win- 
chester gave him a description of the 
location of the vein, but it was not 
found. The story of the "hidden mine" 
has been told and retold for'genera- 
tions.

dered Reduced to 185 


Barrels Daily 


AUSTIN, Texas.—(#•)—The Railroad 


Commission late Friday issued an or- 
der reducing the per well output al- 
lowable in the East Texas oil field 
from 225 to 185 barrels daily. The 
order will become effective Monday 
morning. 


Meanwhile, representatives of Texas, 


Oklahoma and Kansas, meeting here, 
pledged their efforts to restrict oil 
production of the three states to cer- 
tian definite figures. 


The suggested maximum production 


was Texas, 902,000 barrels daily, Okla- 
homa, 546,000 barrels, and Kansas 110,- 
000 barrels. 


The present Texas production is 


around' 1,000,000 barrels. Those at- 
tending today's conference were repre- 
sentatives of the governors and oil 
regulatory bodies of their states. 


The new East Texas order said the 


gas-oil ratio in that field should not 
exceed 500 cubic feet of gas per barrel 
of oil. The present East Texas pro- 
duction is around 425,000 barrels daily. 
The new order should cut it to con- 
siderably less than 400,000 barrels, 
pending bringing in of new wells. 


The Railroad Commission will hold 


a hearing September 30 to consider 
setting a new allowable production 
figure for all oil fields other than 
East Texas and the Panhandle. 


The Panhandle hearing will be held 


at Amarillo October 3.
